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The reply (lied on 6/2/ 1 1 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
With respect to group a), applicants were required to "elect a single antibody including disclosure of the full heavy and light chains, 
d any and all SEQ ID NOs: that correspond to the elected antibody. If the SEQ ID NOs: of claim 20 pertain to a single antibody, 
then applicants must elect a single SEQ ID NO: to be prosecuted. If those SEQ ID NOs: correspond to multiple different antibodies, 
then that/those sequences that correspond to the elected antibody must be identified, and an election of one must be made. Similarly, a 
single sequence from those listed in each of claims 33 and 39 must be elected, consistent with the election of a single antibody." 

In response, applicants have elected the antibody comprising the light and heavy chain amino acid sequences of SEQ ID NO: 
43 and 53. However, applicants have not stated to which antibody (RX1, 5H4, MCI or MC3) those sequences correspond, nor have 
applicants disclosed which of the CDRs of SEQ ID NO: 1-6 and 10-38 are comprised in SEQ ID NO: 43 and 53. When identifying 
the CDR sequences, applicants are required to identify which sequence corresponds to which CDR of the elected antibody. Finally, 
applicants have neglected to point out which sequences of claims 33 and 39 correspond to the specifically elected antibody.
